AVIATOR FALLS 75 FEET. 


Motor Stopped, Machine Tilted, and 
Schubert Tumbled—He May Recover.

NEWARK, 'N. J., July 18:—While trying 
to fly this evening in.a Curtiss-Burnham 
biplane froma field at Springfield poser 
and Grove Street, in Irvington, N. J., 
suburb of Newark, to Olympic Park, Jul- 
ius H. Schubert, formerly with Glenn H. 
Curtiss, f6ll seventy-five feet. The ma- 
chine was wrecked and Schubert was in- 
jured about the. head.

Sprague of Staten Island Health De- 
Slits said that they were niére than 
ever sure that there- was no cause for 
alarm, 

Dr. Doty spent most of the day con- 
sulting with Dr. Herman .M. Biggs, chief 
bacteriologist of the Board of Health, 
and Assistant Surgeon General L. BE. 
Cofer. With Dr, Biggs, Dr. Doty visited 
both Hoffman and Swinburne Island yes- 
terday morning, and on his return an- 
nounced that he-had found the colonies 
of detained passengers on Hoffman Island 
and of cholera suspects and cases on 
Swinburne Island both doing well.. Dr. 
Biggs also expressed himself as pleased. 
with what he had seen. — 

After his trip down the Bay, Dr. Doty 
conferred with Asgistant Surgeon Gen- 
eral Cofer about the new bacteriological 
work, which the United States Govern- 
ment is planhing to carry on along the 
coast among the detained passengers from 
Italian cholera ports. His visit was made 
at Dr. Doty’s request, the latter desiring 
to have h wn opinions as to the best 
method of defending the port against 
cholera confirmed. 

Later in the day Dr. Cofer and Dr. 
Biggs, with Health Commissioner Lederle, 


©! called on Mayor Gaynor to talk over the 


situation. The Mayor arranged to go 
with these doctors on a visit. to Hoff- 
man Island to-day. 


Witness Upholds Doty’s Course, 


Unexpected evidence in Dr. Doty’s fa- 
vor‘came out yesterday at the Quarantine 
‘investigation while Dr. Robert J. Wil- 
son, superintendent of the Hospital Bu- 
feau of the Board of Health, was on the 
stand. He was summoned by, Charles 
Dushkind, lawyer for the accusers of Dr. 
Doty, and men expected to show, through 
reférences to the rules and regulations 
of the city hospitals under his charge, 
that Dr. Doty was not conducting the 
hospitals on Hoffman ‘and Swinburne 
Islands with proper care. Dr. Wilson 
testified that, in the Willard Parker Hos- 
pital, where the city’s contagious dis- 
eases are~ treated; doctors; visitors, and 
nurses are all obliged to put on specially 
provided caps and gowns before enter- 
ing each ward where thé afflicted pa- 
tients are kept. 

“The mothers at Dr: Doty's detention 
station at Hoffman Island are not obliged 
to wear caps and gowns in this way,’ 
Mr. Dushkind said to Dr. Wilson. “ But 
you consider the precaution as absolutely 
necessary, don’t you, doctor?" ~ 

“No, I don’t consider it essential,” Dr. 
Wilson said, moe to Mr. Dushkind's sur- 
prise. 

Some of the immigrants whom Mr. 
Dushkind has called have testified that 
in the Hoffman Island Hospita) children 
with measles, scarlet fever, and other con- 
tagious ailments are placed side by side 
tin the same ward. 

“You wouldn't think of treating pa- 
tients suffering from different contagious 
ailments in the samd ward, would you?” 
the lawyer asked Dr, Wilson.

CASE: BEFORE THE CABINET 


All the Papers Turned Over to Wlison 
—Inquiry to Consider Legality of 
the Remsen Board.

WASHINGTON, July 18. — Very little 
time was occupied at the Cabinet meeting 
this morning with the cases pf Dr. Wiley 
and his associates in the Bureau of Chem- 
istry. in the Department of Agriculture 
When Secretary Wilson left. the depart- 
ment for the White House not all the re- 
plies from Dr. Wiley, Dr. Bigelow, and 
Dr. Kebler had reached him, but before 
the Cabinet meeting was ended a mes- 
senger from the department brought the 
‘last of them to him.

Warning to Other Officials. 


That vould serve as a reprimand to Dr. 
Wiley for his part in the employment of 
Dr. H. H. Rugby, the expert pharmiacog- 
nosist, and at the seme time afford a 
warning to all other department officials 
who’ have been doing the same thing. 
There is a widespread feeling that such a 
reprimand would be sufficient in the case 
of Dr. Wiley. But as yet there is no sub- 
staptial indication of what the President 
wil) do ari there is only speculation 
about it. 

The President has not yet given any 
consideration to the matter, it being al- 
ways his policy in. such cases to wait un-« 
til the full-record is available and then 
reach hig own conclusion upon a personal 
examination of the complete record. When 
he does receive all the papers he expects 
to give them.the fullest study and consid- 
eration before taking any action. He is 
desirous of effecting a final settlement

It was made clear at the White House 
this afternoon that the President does 
not regar@ the opinion rendered by At- 
torney General Wickersham as necessarily 
binding upon him. Nor will it be consid- 
ered that action by the President other 
than that recommended by the Attorney 
General will constitute a reflection upon 
Mr. Wickersham. It was pointed out that 
as a matter of fact the opinion of the 
Attorney General wis not properly one 
of the documents in the case. 


Asked Wickersham’s View. 


When the question of the charges 
against Dr. Wiley and the others was 
first mentioned in Cabinet meeting some 
time ago the President, who was at that 
time closely occupied with other business, 
asked the Attorney General informally 
to look over the record and give his legal 
opinion on it.

HOTCHKISS ON FIRE AGENTS. 


Urges National Association to Train 
Them In Salesmanship. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., July 18.—"' More real 
agents in the fire field, rather than fewer 
agencies,”’ was the advice given by Will- 
fam H. Hotchkiss, State Superintendent 
of Insurance, in an address on .“ State 
Laws and the Insurance Salesman” at 
the annual convention of the National As- 
sociation of Local Fire Insurance Agents 
in this city to-day. ‘“‘I commend this 
sentiment with emphasis,’’ said he, ‘to 
those who seek through pending legisla- 
tion the establistment in New York of a 
single ency system.’”” Mr. Hotchkiss 
continued: : 


The new law for the licens 
agents in New York is, in effect, but a law 
for registry. True, once granted, a license 
can be taken away, and, of course, ite re- 
newa!l - refused, But, the” manufacturer's 
apprentice,, the grocer’s clerk, the barkeep- 
er, the barber or the corner lounger may 
@till be a licensed fire insurance agent. In 
effect the company appoints; the State 
Merely rubber stamps. So long as this is 
80, yours cannot be a profession. 

I know not what this association and the 
affiliated local bodies thro out the land 
are doing to this end; but, if fire Insurance 
agency is to become, at last, a profession, 
there must be schools of salesmanship, 
more real insurance agencies must be cre- 
ated to do the public’s business. 

You, seek to remedy\this by statute and 
a bill prohibiting such agencies has been 
introduced at Albany. You would decree, tn 
effect, that hereafter each company shall 
have but one ~ id in “any single com- 
munity. Franklyn, does this not look 
just a bit monopolistic? More: what real- 
ly will be accomplished by the legislation « 
suggested? If certain companies will not 
now keep te their agreement, how un- 
likely that the agreement itself will last.

SMALLER FLEET ON GUARD 


Fast Destroyers and Submarines and 
a Few Make-Belleve Battleships 
Seeking the Enemy. 


Special to The New: York Times. 

GREENPORT, N. Y., July 18.—The big 
naval game planned to show whether or 
not a foreign fleet could capture the 
entrance to Long Island Sound,. demolish 
the land fortifications along the Con- 
necticut and New York shores, and thus 
make possible the occupation of New 
York City startéd at 8 o’clock this morn- 
ing. At that hour the, home fleet steamed 
out to sea to search for, and if possible 
destroy, the make-believe hostile ficet 
that is known to be:headed for the Sound, 
under command of Rear Admiral Hugo 
Osterhaus, the Commander in Chief of 
the United) States Atlantio Fleet. Under 
the progrdmme mapped out by the. Navy 
Department experts, the battle must end 
by noon on Thursday. . * 

Commander B. W. Eberle, U. 8. N., who 
is in command of the defending ships, 
said this ‘morning just before his 
fleet sailed that he hoped to locate the 
enemy by sundown, and he did not deny 
that if he was lucky the twelve torpedo 
boats under his command would dart 
forth to-night for the purpose of putting 
as many of the battleships and armored 
cruisers out of commission as possible. 

There is no way of finding out to-night 
whether or not the quest was success- 
ful, as both fleets are supposed to be 
miles out, fhe one trying to sneak its way 
into ‘the sheltered waters of the Sound 
and the other trying to find it in time 
to keep it outside. The fleet under Eb- 
erle is supposed to be picketed to-night 
between Fishet’s Island and Montauk 
Point, the destroyers, which are among 
the fastest of their type afloat, darting 
up and down the line, with the officers on 
board alert for the first sight of an ap- 
proaching battleship or cruiser. 

By sunrise this morning all was bustle 
on board the vessels of the “‘red”’ or 
home fleet. From the Dixie, the convert- 
ed cruiser that is the flagship of Eberle, 
signals were constantly being wigwagged 
to the destroyers, submarines, old-time 
cruisers that were once units in the 
famous White Squadron, and even an old 
monitor that is sõ ancient; that it is almost 
a perfect sister in appearance ‘of the 
vessel that sunk the ironclad Merrimac in 
the civil war. 

Scattered among the crews of the ves- 
sels were several hundred naval militia- 
men from New Jersey, Massachusetts, 
Rhode Island, Connecticut, and Maryland. 
As fate would have it, the civilian sailors 
from New York and Brooklyn are all in 
the fleet that is going to blow New York 
to. smithereens within the next two da 
unless the brave blue jackets under 
Hberle find them before they get into the 
Sound and the destroyers and submarines 
are able theoretically to send them where 
Davy Jones’s locker is supposed to be. 

The manoeuvre problem was aptly de- 
scribed by Commander Eberle last night 
as one intended ‘“‘to exhibit for the t 
time the problem of defending New York 
from the Sound ——— It is not bolt 
worked out, he ed,.for the sole benef 
of the naval militia, but is designed for 
the instruction of regulars and militiamen 
alike.‘ The problem contemplates a situa- 
tion where a powerful fleet of hostile ships 
is approaching New York by ‘way of the 
Sound, while opposed to them is a fleet 
of much weaker ships augmented by sev- 
eral flotillas of modern to o boat de- 
stroyers and submarines. The supposition 
so far as Hberle’s fleet is concerned is 
entirely correct in the present manoeuvre, 
for under him, with the exception of the 
torpedo craft and submarines, there is 
not a single vessel that would last a 
minute once it had the luck to get 
within — distance of a modern 
dreadnought. ere is the fleet that is 
defending New York and on the skill of 
which ew York is trusting to escape 
destruction on paper.

ALBANY, July 18-—In spite. of Demo- 
cratic opposition, the Tammany leaders 
of the Senate to-day succeeded in getting 
votes enough to pass the Manly bill, 
which legislates out of office the Canal 
Advisory Board of Engineers.

ROUTED BY HAITIAN REBELS. 


Government Troops Flee — United 
States Sending Second Warship. 


PORT-AU-PRINCE, July 18.—The revo- 
lution is making progress. 

The Government troops were routed at 
Trou and have returned in disorder to 
Cape Haitien. 

The situation is calm here, but if the 
Government falls it is feared that there 
will be disorders, as all the disciplined 
troops are in the north. 

The foreign residents are apprehensive, 
but the expected arrival of American war- 
ships will have a ‘peassuring effect. 


CAPE HAITIEN, Jul; July 18.—The arrival 
off the cape of the Unitea States gunboat 
‘Petrel has se somewhat to reassure 
the public, but a feeling of apprehension 
is general. 

Business here is practically suspended 
and the merchants have put up their shut- 
ters. Communication with the interior is 
interrupted.

BROTHER HEADS A REBELLION 7 


Troops Sent to Kurdistan to Suppress 
It—Deposed Ruler by His Act For 
felts $82,500 Annual Pension. 


TEHERAN, July 18—Mohammed Ali 
Mirza, the exiled Shah of Persia, has 
returned to his own land for the -pur- 
pose Of making another bid for the 
throne. 

The ex-Shah is now at Gumesh Tepe, } 
& small port on -the Caspian Sea in the | 
northern part of Persia, near the -Rus- 
sian border, and it is stated that a Rus- 
sian vessel conveyed him to that place. 

Soon after Mohammed Ali was de- 
throned, in July, 1900, he proceeded to 
Russia, and arrived at Odessa in October 
of the same year, The Russian Govern- 
ment undertook by protocol to keep the 
ex-Shah, under strict eillance and to 
prevent all intrigues looking to his re- 
turn to Persia and to his recapture of 
the throne. 

Notwithstanding this, the deposed Shah 
has made a journey, quite rapidly and 
without molestation, from Odessa to Gu- 
mesh Tepe, a distance of about sata 
miles, 

What force Mohammed Ali has with 
him is‘not known, 

The Government has ordered Sidar Safar 
to proceed to Kurdistan with 2,000 horse- 
men and guns to crush the rebellion in 
that district, which has made considerable 
progress under the leadership of Salar ed 
Dowleh, brother of the deposed Shah.

“THE VOTE ON SUFFRAGE. 


What Must Be Done Before Women 
of New York Can Vote. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Thé reported statements of some of the 
suffrage leaders regarding the vote taken 
in the Senate at Albany last Wednesday, on 
the proposed woman suffrage amendment, are 
so misleading that I trust you will allow-ine 
space in your columns to explain just what 
the situation is regarding woman suffrage 
legislation in this State. 

The suffragist Who enthusiastically ex- 
claimed that now she ‘‘hoped to vote in 
New York in 1012°’ shows a lamentable lack 
of knowledge of legislative ‘procedure in re- 
gard to constitutional amendments. 

The Stilwell resolution which failed to pasg 
the Senate on July 12 is a proposed consti- 
tutional amendment, and as such it would 
have tO pass both houses by two successive 
legislatures ‘before it could go to the people at 
the polls for final action.. For instance, if 
such a resolution pr t had p a 
the Senate and the Assembly this year, then 
it could not have come up for consideration 
again until the session, of 1913, when there 
will be a new Legislature, for the Senators 
elected in 1910 serve until 1912. If during

DANGER IN THE MILK SUPPLY. 


Dr. Hess Says, However Slight, It 
Should Not Be Ignored. 


Dr. Alfred F. Hess has had reprinted 
from the journal of the American Med- 
ical Association a treatise on “The In- 
cidence of Tubercle Bacilli in New York 
City Milk,” with a study of its effects on 
a series of children; and a further pam-

Dr. Hess, after searching-experiments, 
concludes that the drinking of infected 
milk containing tubercle bacilli does not 
necesiairily,. nor even usually, create tu- 
berculosis. The doctor argues that with 
16 per cent. of “loose milk" infected, if 
infection were coincident with exposure, 
it would mean that on an average every 
child who drank this raw milk daily for 
a week would exhibit some tuberculous 
lesion. ‘Tuberculin tests and tmortem 
examinations made on-infants by Dr. Hess 
*‘ prove the fallacy of such regen, aFe 3 
Hess, however, found one exception, 
which he is following up. 

On the whole, Dr. Hess is of the o = 
fon that bovine tuberculosis, though 
virulent than the human variety, is cer 
pable of infecting human beings and that 
children are more susceptible to infec- 
tion than adults. He hopes that the 

alarming degree of. tuberculosis con- 
tarnination-found in New York City milk 
may prove an effective argument for 
those who are striving with the legisla- 
* in the cause of pure-milk. 

Dr. Hess points out that, although 
robably.over 90 per cent. of tubercu- 
oe is due to infection from human 
beings, there is no justification for neg- 
lecting the danger from bovine infection, 
for even a small percentage of the infec- 
tions in the United States means thou- 
sands of cases of tupberculosis.
